kinds, but which do extraordinarily well 
in rey mas up the border just when 
wanted.

An action came on for hearing in which 
Elizabeth . Devine and James Devine, her 
husband, of ‘50° Smithfield, Dublin, claimed 
damages against’ Basil Eyston, of Burcott 
Cottage, Bierston, Aylesbury, Bucks, for the 
death oí their son, Patrick Devine, caused 
by the alleged negligence of the) defendant 
in. the iy | of a racing motor car near 
Kingsbridge ‘Railway Station, Dublin, ' Jast 
July. 

The plaintiffs stated that their son was 
driving in a pony van towards Smithfield, 
when the defendant, who was a competitor in 
the International Road Race, crashed into 
the van at Kingsbridge and overturned jt. 
As a result the boy was thrown over the 
parapet of the bridge into the Liffey and 
was drowned i 

The defendant denied negligence, and 
pleaded that the drowning of the boy could 
not be attributed to any act or default of 
his, but arose from inevitable accident, due 
to the greasy surface of the road upon which 
he was travelling. A skid occurred, over 
which he had no control, and which was not 
due to any negligence on his part. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. F. 
(instructed by Messrs. Joyce and Joyce) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane (in- 
structed hy Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
for the defendant. 

Opening the case, Mr. Geoghegan said that 
James Devine, one of the plaintiffs, was 
employed for almost thirty years by Mr. 
O’Brien, a pig salesman at Smithfield, 
Dublin. 

The defendant, he went on, visited Ireland 
in July last to take part in the motor race 
in the Phoenix Park, and. brought with him 
a 17 horse-power racing tar of the Bugatti 
type. On the morning of the race he went 
out for practice in the Park, and afterwards 
drove into the highway at Kingsbridge, 
where the accident occurred. A van in 
which Patrick Devine was seated appeared 
on the thoroughfare. Owing to some cause, 
the motor car, travelling at a great speed, 
swung to the wrong side of the highway—a 
wide road—and collided with the van and 
pony. Devine was hurled from his seat into 
the river. The boy was killed. and the plain 
tiffs asserted that his death was due to the 
very gross negligence of Mr. Kyston, whose 
car .“‘cut a caper’’ round the bridge and 
overturned the van. 

Concluding, counsel mentioned that the 
owner of the pony and van had also instituted 
an action against the same defendant for 
damage to his property. 

Evidence was given by a number of wit- 
nesses in support of the plaintiffs’ case. 

A SETTLEMENT. 

In the afternoon a consultation 
the parties took place, and at its conclusion 
a settlement of the action was announced. 

Mr. Geoghegan stated that it was agreed 
that the defendant should pay £151 damages 
and costs, as between party and party, and 
the appropriate costs for the order to have 
the cases tried together, in addition to a 
further sum of £10 10s. for the appearances 
on behalf of the plaintiffs at the inquest and 
at the trial in Green street 

It was agreed to apportion the damages 
equally between’ the father and mother of 
the deceased boy. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan the 
ment, and made it a rule of the Court. 

In regard to the action by Thomas 
O’Flanagan, Smithfield, Dublin, against the 
same defendant for damages for injuries to 
his pony and trap, Mr. Geoghegan said that 
they had arranged that a sum of £18 should 
be paid to the plaintiff.

COMPANY’S 
DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The plaintiffs in the case of Bolands, Ltd., 
against the General Accident and Life Assur- 
ance Corporation, Litd., appealed from an 
order of Mr. Justice ©’Byrne, dated 14th 
January last, directing that all proceedings 
ia the action should be stayed, and applied 
te have the order reversed, with costs. 

The order appealed from was made on a 
motion on behalf of the defendants for an 
crder staying all proceedings in the action, 
pursuant to the Comnion Law Procedure Act, 
1856, the parties thereto having agreed prior 
to the institution of the proceedings to refer 
the matters in difference between them to 
arbitration. 

The proceelings in the with 
reference to the terms of a policy of insurance 
between the plaintiffs and the defendants 
with respect to compensation of the plaintiffs’ 
employes with regard to accidents sustained 
in the course of their employment. The 
accident in connection with this particular 
case occurred to an employé named John 
Brennan, who, it was stated, was employed 
in keeping the roof and buildings of the 
plaintiffs’ premises in proper repair. 

ACCIDENT TO EMPLOYE. 

The motion in the High Court was based 
upon an affidavit of Mr. James Thomson, 
manager in the Saorstat of the defendant 
corporation, in which it was stated that John 
Brennan was not one of the employes against 
whose injuries by accident or disease the 
plaintiffs were insured under the policy. The 
defendants, accordingly, denied that. the 
plaintiffs were entitled to be indemnified :n 
the manner claimed, or at all. 

The policy, it was added, contained a 
clause to the effect that, on a dispute arising 
as to whether the defendant corporation was 
liable under this policy, or as to the amount 
of the liability, the matter should, if required, 
be referred to arbitration; and the defendants 
were ready and willing to submit the matters 
in dispute to arbitration. 

In their plenary summons the plaintiffs 
claimed a declaration that under and by 
virtue of the policy of insurance between the 
plaintiffs and the defendants, dated órd De- 
cember, 1925, the defendants were bound to 
indemnify the plaintiffs against all the sums 
properly paid or become payable to John 
Brennan under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Acts in respect of an accident occurring to 
him on the 3rd of November, 1927, in the 
course of and arising out of his employment ; 
and an inquiry as to what sums had already 
been paid to Brennan by the plaintiffs in 
respect of the accident, and payment of all 
sums so found to have been paid. . 

Mr. Dockrell. K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Mr. M. Good) appeared 
for the appellants and plaintiffs ; and Mr. 
Witzgerald, K.C., and Mr. McGonigal (in- 
structed by Mr. L. J. O'Neill) for the respon- 
dents arid defendants. 

ARBITRATION CLAUSE. . 

‘The arguments on both sides were directed 
entirely to whether the matters in dispute 
should be referred to arbitration or dealt 
with by the Court in the action, having re- 
gard to the fact that some important ques- 
‘ions of law probably would arise in the case, 
The Chief Justice, in the course of the dis- 
cussion on the subject, said that the arbitra- 
tion clause in the policy was a very peculiar

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BOY'S FRACTURED SKULL. 
Suiomh Shona 
ASSESSMENT OF DAMAGES 
AGAINST 'BUS OWNER. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
The case came up for the assessment of 
damages in which Patrick Carroll, an infant, 
aged four years, suing by his father, Edward 
Carroll, 18 Aughrim street, a cooper employed 
in Guinness’s brewery, claimed damages from 
Thomas F. O'Reilly, omnibus proprietor, 1 
Leinster row, Upper Kevin street, Dublin, 
for personal injuries caused by the negligent 
driving of the defendant's "bus at Merrion 
road. Dublin, on 6th June last. It was stated 
that the "bus went on the footpath and 
crashed into a lamp standard. The plaintiff 
was thrown under a seat and sustained a 
fracture of the skull, and it was stated that 
he was in danger of being permanently 
affected as a result of the injury. ' 
A settlement was arrived at on the terms 
that the defendant should pay £400, of which 
£250 was for damages to be lodged in court 
to the credit of the ire] plaintiff and £150 
sts and medical expenses.

BARONSTOWN ESTATE. 
| 

CLAIM FOR ACCOUNT AND 
INQUIRIES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

_ An action relating to the Baronstown estate, 
in Co. Westmeath, came on for hearing. The 
plaintiff, Victor M. C, Malone, 20 Earlsfort 
terrace, Dublin, claimed, as against Henry’ 
Anthony P. Malone, of Tristernagh Abbey. 
Westmeath, and, by order, the Public 
Trustee, and, by further order, Patrick R. F. 
Malone, an infant, an account of the trustee’s 
dealings with lands and premises and invset- 
ments put in settlement by a settlement of 
9th May, 1867; an inquiry as to what lands, 
premises and investments put in settlement 
by the settlement of 9th May, 1867, were not 
disentailed and resettled by a settlement of 
27th July, 1898, as to what lands and tene- 
ments comprised in the settlement of 1867 
and the resettlement of 1898 had been sold, 
and as to what heirlooms, etc., had been re- 
moved from the trust premises; or, alterna- 
tively, that the trusts of the settlements, if 
necessary, might be carried into execution 
under the direction of the Court. 

Mr. Denning, K.C.; Mr. Dickie, K.C., and 
Mr. W. L. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. 
Sainsbury and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
Mr. Jellett, K.C:; Mr. Overend, K.C.. and 
Mr. Oliver Murphy (instructed by Messrs. 
Mecredy and Son) for the defendant, Henry 
A. P. Malone: and Mr. Newett (instructed 
by Messrs. Mecredy and Son) for the defen- 
dant, Patrick, R. F. Malone. 

LAND COMMISSION SALE. 

Mr. Dickie, opening the case for the 
plaintiff, said that the plaintiff was tenant 
for life under a. settlement made in 1698. He 
also claimed to he tenant in tail under a 
settlement of 1867, and one of the real and 
principal questions which his lordship would 
have to decide was whether certain property 
which was in the settlement of 1867 was dis- 
entailed and resettled under the settlement 
of 1898. The main part of his contention was 
that certain propérty ‘had not been resettled, 
and remained under the settlement of 1867, 
and that he was entitled to it. e 

A lot of this property had heen sold under 
the Irish Land Commission code, and one of 
the principal inquiries that the plaintiff 
wanted was to find how. much of this 
belonged to the estates that still remained 
under the settlement of 1867 and were not 
resettled under the settlement of 1898. The 
plaintiff could not find out definitely what 
had happened to the money received for. the 
land that was sold. The trustees had mixed it 
with the other moneys, and the plaintiff could 
not find how much of the money represented 
the price of the property that he said he. 
longed to him. Consequently he asked to 
have that ascertained and determined. Henry 
Anthony P. Malone and the Public Trustee 
are the trustees. 

It was alleged in the defence that Henry 
Anthony P. Malone was not a trustee of the 
estate, and had nothing to do with the estate. 
but was simply a trustee under the Settled 
Land Act powers, and nothing else; but he 
held that he was trustee independent of that 
altogether, and was bound to account to the 
plaintiff. Mr. H. A. P. Malone alleged that 
all the property that was included in the deed 
of 1867 had heen resettled, and came into the 
deed of 1898, and that was his main conten- 
tion. 

The real question was whether the whole 
of the property did come into the deed of 
1898, and. if not. what was the portion that 
did not come in? There was also the posi 
tion of Mr. Henry Anthony Malone, and in 
any event they had him before the Court in 
the position of trustee. 

£102,000 IN SECURITIES. 

They were left with £102,000 in securities. 
said Mr. Dickie. Out of that two charges of 
£10,000 had been paid off, and the plaintiff 
could not find out what money belonged ‘to 
him or where it was. The defendants made 
the case that they were only trustees under 
the Settled Land Acts. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he under. 
stood that the defence +: was that all the 
property had heen disentailed and resettled, 
that the defendants were appointed simply 
trustees under the Settled Land Acts and had 
accounted, and that that was all they knew 
about the matter. 

Mr. Overend said that substantially that 
was the defence. 

Mr. Dickie went into the deeds and trusts 
in connection with the estate to support his 
argument, that Mr. Henry A. P. Malone was 
a trustee, and bound to give him information 
he wanted, and had nol concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day. 
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CONVENT BUILDING LEASE. 
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APPOINTMENT OF TRUSTEE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
In the matter of the Whitelaw estate, 
situate in Little Strand street, Dublin, 
Mr, A. D. Bolton (instructed by Messrs. 


| Stephen Gordon and Son) applied, on behalf 


of the persons having the powers of a tenant 
for life under the Settled Land Acts, to have 
the building lease intended to be granted to 
the Convent of the Sisters of the Holy Faith 
approved, pursuant to the Settled Land Act, 
1882; to have the applicant authorised to 
execute the lease, and the Royal Bank of Ire 
land appointed trustees. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit ¥ 
B. Middleton, solicitor, from 
appeared that the late Robert Whitelaw was 
the owner in fee of a piece of ground in 
Little Strand street and Mary s Abbey, por 
tion of which the Convent of the Sisters of 
the Holv Faith wished to lease in connection 
with their adjoining schools in Little Strand 
street. The convent had purchased the 
tenants’ interest in the lease of 4 and 5 Little 
Strand street, and having taken down the 
two houses, they erected their new schools 
at a cost of several thousand pounds, Some 
adjoining tenement houses were condemned 
by the City Engineer and taken 
number of years ago. The ground on which 
they stood became waste and remained so, al 
though efforts were made to get a building 
tenant to take the site. The convent, want- 
ing a plot for a playground for the schools, 
proposed, if they could get a lease of this, to 
build a substantial wall round it at a cost 
of £200 and use it for the children. 

Another house had also been condemned, 
and as an entrance to the schools could be 
made through its site, the convent also pro- 
posed to take it down and make an entrance 
to the schools if this plot was also included 
in the lease which they wished to obtain. 
As the.term for which the convent held the 
ground on which the schools were built was 
becoming short, it was proposed to surrender 
this lease and take a new lease of all the 
plots for a term of 500 years at an increased 
rent. All the owners were willing to grant 
this lease if the Court would give liberty to 
the respective tenants for life to do so. 

Mr. Justice Johnston gave liberty to the 
applicants to execute the lease, and appointed 
the Roval Bank of Ireland and Mr. Long- 
worth trustees of the settlement for the pur- 
pose of the Settled Land Acts.

The first week in Mav brought great 
nnd fashionable thrones to the Curragh ot 
Kildare even in the troubled vears of the 
century. In 1684 I find a 
high official in Dublin writing of May 
ist, *‘ that very day is the celebrated 
Horse Race in the Kurrah of Kildare.”’ 

On May Day, 1686, shortly before the 
outbreak of the Williamite War, Paul 
Rycant, secretary to the Lord Lieutenant 
of the time, the second Karl of Clarendon, 
in a letter to William Bridgeman, 
intended for the Lord President of the 
Council in London, said: “ On Monday, 
being the 3rd inst., my Lord Lieutenant 
Intends (God willing) to Divertise him- 
selfe 3 or 4 davs at the Curroe of Kill- 
dare, which is our new markett in 
Country, and on Friday following proposes 
to returne.”’ On the Sth Rycant wrote 
that he had been at the Curragh from 
Monday till Friday, “ during which tyme 
severall races were run on the Curragh, 
which is an open Champion, much better, 
in my opinion, both for the playne and 
Avre than our Newmarkett in England.

were children tinder twelve. The provision 
of playgrounds ‘would ‘fréé the streets from 
the obstruction eaused by children, and 
weuld reduce the number of -claims for 
damage to property. 

Lady Aberdeen said that the Women 
Natiofial Health Assoclatidén had been iden 
tifed With the movement for playgrounds 
for children since its ificéption tweétity years 
ago, and had liad 4 nitfhber of playgtourtids 
under its care, both in Dublin and in other 
parts of Ireland, At présént, she said, 
there afte thré@ on Cofistitution Hill, one 
general playgroufid, ofie gardén playground, 
and one Kept for the bigger boys. There 
is another, Which is in the light of an é2- 
béfitheiit—a ‘street playgtotnd, which is 
railed off at certaiii hours, and has proved 
quite a sticcess, There is considerable in- 
terést at préserit in such scliemes, both from 
the poi#t of view of the physical and fhóral 
ifiproveiient of the childten, and the pre- 
verition Of délinguénciés on their part. They 
learn téam-gadines, folk dancing and singing, 
and a wordérftil improvement is seen in 
those ehildren who take part. 

THE LONBON SGREME. 

A very ifiteresting and helpful account

“T have no wish to interfere with the 
enjoyment of the inhabitants of the squares, 
as they, too, require the recreation they 
afford; but I considér that a portion of the 
ground of some of them could well be spared, 
and made available for the children during 
certain hours of the day, under proper super- 
vision, so that they could have the benefit 
of the open air and simshine.”’ 

Professor Mary Hayden said that it was 
only in modern times that we had come to 
recognise value of play; we had got 
beyond the old attitude that the impulse to 
play on the part of children was more or less 
of the devil, and we recognised the benefit of 
it, not only physical, but moral. 


STREET AOCIDENTS. 

Mr. P. Is. Fitzmaurice, Catholic Boy 
Scouts, referring to the ntimiber of acciderits 
involving clnidren, said that sofhe people 
asked why the children were on the streets. 
“Examining the problem,” he  coritinued, 
“the children can hardly be blained. Doctor's 
tell us that it is the natitral thing for 
childrén to play; it is practically impossible 
for them to keep quiet: then if there is fo 
place for them to play in, they must go into 
the streét. There are people who look apon 
the deaths of children in street accidents as 
a normal feature of the days news. lt seems 
to me that the deaths of children in street 
accidents are almost a national disgrace: they 
could be avoided, and they should he avoided. 

“There are two ways in which the 
difficulty can be Overcome; you can set aside 
certain definite areas or you can rail off 
certain streets in every district. I[ know 
from experienc: that the damage that people 
complain of is done through ignorance, and 
when there is some person in charge even 
the wildest bovs can be made to behave 
Scarcity of playgrounds is the 
great trouble. Leavifig St. Stephens Green 
and the Pheenix Park out of account, there 
is practically nowhere for children to play. 
The problem is very urgent and should be 
taken up in the proper spirit, and if it Is so 
taken up there is no reason why a solution 
should not be found.”’ 


AN INTERESTING COMPARISON. 

Mr. H. T. O'Rourke said that we had tn 
Dublin in this respeet conditions which were 
abnormal compered with those mi cities 
across the water. The poverty problem and 
the housing problem here were ott of pro 
portion to what they were in other cities. 
The congestion in the houses was one of the 
eauses why «hildrén played in the streets. 
The American view was that it was better to 
spend large sums on playgrounds than to 
keep children in the shade. “H is a public 
scandal,’ he said, ‘‘that huge open spaces 
are railed round in the city and used, 
perhaps, half a dozen times in the year by 
half a dozen people, Why are so many open 
grassy spaces railed in while many thousands 
óf children are without a square vard of 
grass to play on? Peoplé will say that those 
open spaces are private property and they 
cannot be touched I hope that when the 
town-planting measure is introduced’ there 
may be some clause in it that will virtually 
amount to the confiscation of those places 
for the public use. Dublin has a park of 
1.752 acres, and were it not for that perk 
Dublin would be badly off.

Miss K. O'Snallivan. in giving the point of 
view of the Probation officer. said that in 
eases of charges against children of damage 
or stealing the reason often was that the 
children had tiowhere to play and thev got 
Into misehief. Twenty or thirty children 
every week appeared in the coyrts for play- 
ing ball in the street. Where p i could they 
play ball’? The streets were the playgrounds 
of the children and the motorists had stolen 
them. They owed them playgrounds in 
return, 

The Rev, W. E, Yandeleur and Miss 
Tuckey also spoke in favour of the promotion 
of the scheme.

He was never 
called, though for thirée Years he actéd 
tetporurily as sorting clerk atid télegraphist.

OQ’ Hegarty, Seeretary, Pests and 
Telegraphs, stated that O’ Kéeffe had received a 
verbal offér of a position, and was thirtééfith 
in the exathination for eight vacancies. He 
had agreed to come to Dublin, bat the Post 
Offiee strike and subsequent reorganisation 
of the Office caused a postponement of any

Replying to Mr. O'Sullivan. Mr. O' Hegarty 
said that the amount of telegraphic work 
had falleri steadily during the last few vears, 
apart altogether from the removal of the 
British military and the fiavy. 

NO UNIFORM. 

John Fitzpatrick, a post office cleaner, 
from Belturbet, said that his employment 
had heen reduced from regular to part-time 
work. He had net received a uniform for 
the past four vears, atid thé work was not 
being done as he would like. He already 
Was deprived ot 21s. weekly, It would he a 
hardship to bind him to an agreement which 
he might have signed, stating that his ser- 
vices might be dispensed witli by a week’s 
notice on either side. 

Mr. P. 8S. O’Hegarty said that the part. 
time cleaning of Peélturbet Post Office was 
one of the amall eeonothies which his depart- 
ment found to be necessary.

H the 
British had remained, he helievwed that the 
présent conditions wotild not prevail. hecsnse 
the British weré keen on having their post 
offices very clean. 

Mr. Locke, Postmaster, Bélturbet, asked 
for permission to retiré tndér Article X. af 
the Treaty (17 years added on from Deceri- 
her 6. 1922). in consequence of the introdne- 
tion of Trish #8 an essential) aqnalification to 
Postmastershin. 

A KNOWLEDGE OF IRISH. 

Examined by Mr. Dickie, the applicant 
said that a-Vacaticy for a Postmaster arose 
in Ballinasloe, and the adlvertisoment stated 
that a good knowledge of Irish was necés- 
sary. For Westport and Tuati vacant post- 
masterships the advertisement stated that a 
good reading and writing knowledge of Trish 
necessary. These advertisements were 
bi-lingual. Later all xadvertisenients of the 
kind were in Irish alone. Afiother way in 
which his position was worsefied was if re- 
gard to offices where the Postmaster had to 
attend to the telephone after hours without 
extra payment, where he lived on the pre- 
Mises. 

He went on to say that junior officers were 
promoted over him because of their know- 
ledge of Irish. With his record he believed 
he should have secured promotion. In 1923 
his Head Postmaster had recommended him 
for promotion.

The Indian Peril, 

Mr. Gandhi’s campaign of civil dis- 
obedience has ceased to occupy the fore- 
front of Indian affairs, and we may believe 
that the Government of India was right 
in its refusal to take him too seriously. 
At any rate, the Mahatma is developing 
lively symptoms of spreta injurta forme, 
and is resolved that the crown of 
martyrdom shall not continue to evade 
his grasp, He announces his defiance of 
the revived Press Law, and declares that 
within the next few days he will raid 
the Government’s salt dépét at Dhara- 
sana. In that event, no doubt, he will 
gain his crown, and the Government’s 
hands will be free for the really urgent 
activities which the new situation 
demands. It is no longer possible to 
ignore the fact that a state of grave 
disorder prevails throughout India. In the 
South serious outrages have occurred at 
Chittagong. In the North, Karachi has seen 
violence and Peshawar has been shaken 
by a sinister outbreak. The Government 
of India recognises now that the facts 
must be faced. Its first move has been 
the revival of the Press Act of 1910, 
which was repealed in 1922. This revival 
has been made necessary by the recent 
incitements to murder and lawlessness in 
which a large section of the native Press 
has indulged, Henceforward Indian news- 
papers must give financial security for 
their good conduct, and already several 
of the more violent sheets have preferred 
to cease publication, In his promulga- 
tion of the ordinance the Viceroy admits 
that the situation “ constitutes serious 
and dangerous emergency.’’ 

If students of Indian politics needed any 
assurance that Lord Irwin’s adjectives are 
not too strong, the news from Peshawar 
has supplied it, That city is one of the 
great gateways of Asia; it is a main prop 
of British authority in India; it separates 
the hardly-won civilisation of two cen- 
turies of British rule from all the perils 
of a turbulent anarchy. Full details of 
last week’s riot in Peshawar have not been 
revealed, but the known facts show that it 
was a desperate business, the result of a 
highly organised plot. At least twenty 
lives were lost, and it was the plotters’ 
manifest intention to create disorders 
which would inflame the whole frontier 
and would have reverberations beyond the 
Khyber Pass. The plot failed, and the 
official report declares that “ tranquillity 
prevails on the frontier generally.’ 
Nevertheless, it appears that the con- 
spirators came near to success and that 
an attempt to undermine the loyalty of 
one of the Indian regiments was discovered 
just in time. This fact—the most alarm- 
ing item in all the news from India—is 
disclosed in the official statement that the 
conduct of two platoons of the 2nd/18th 
Royal Garhwal Rifles was ‘‘ found to be 
unsatisfactory ’’ and that the battalion 
has been moved to Abbottabad. The 
Garhwal Rifles are recruited from Hindus 
and had : fine record in the Great War, 
but it is suggested that the unsatisfactory 
battalion was drawn from tribesmen of a 
lower caste. Yet even a mainly unsuc- 
cessful effort to tamper with the loyalty of 
a native regiment is, in the present state 
grave warning. 

We do not suppose that the most 
pessimistic of conservative Anglo-Indians 
foresees any repetition of the horrors of 
1857. The necessary element of complete 
surprise is lacking. The British garrison 
is strong, and is reinforced—a supremely 
important factor in the present emer- 
gency—by efficient squadrons of the Royal 
Air Force. The loyalty of the fighting 
races which form the backbone of the 
Government’s native Army remains beyond 
suspicion. Nearly a third part of India’s 
area is ruled by native princes, who have 
given ample and recent proof of their 
fidelity to the British Crown. As we 
believe, another mutiny on the great scale 
is impossible; but we believe also that 
serious trouble is brewing, and that the 
peace and happiness of India’s silent 
millions depend on Britain’s handling of 
the present conspiracy, A policy which 
at this crisis would discourage her native 
friends, while it encouraged her native 
enemies, would be fatal to the future of 
the Raj. Nobody can doubt that, apart 
from Mr. Gandhi’s hysterical demonstra- 
tions, the Indian troubles are the work of 
a new anarchist party, which may, or 
may not, have contacts with the leaders 
of the National Congress. This party’s 
agents are active to-day in Bengal, in 
Madras and in the Punjab; and, 
by Lord Irwin’s latest confession, its 
spirit of revolution “is beginning to 
emerge in dangerous forms.’’ Different 
views may be taken of the wisdom of the 
Fabian policy to which the Indian Govern- 
ment has adhered until now, but it is 
certain that the new situation demands 
prompt action of the sternest kind. There

Sport in Ireland, 


Punchestown is one of the principal 
landmarks of the sporting season in 
Ireland. There is nothing quite like /t 
anywhere else. Ascot may be more 
fashionable; Goodwood may be more 
elegant; Auteuil or Longchamps may have 
attractions that are unknown in Kildare, 
but Punchestown has a charm of its own 
which is hors concours, Happily, the 
elements favoured yesterday’s opening 
meeting. It was a spring day such as our 
Irish climate produces with delightful un- 
certainty from time to time. After a 
wintry Easter, with a biting wind that 
pierced the lungs of holiday-makers, and 
made fur coats de rigueur at Fairyhouse, 
Punchestown was held in balmy sunshine, 
and a large and joyful crowd revelled in 
the bracing air of April’s finest day. Sport 


at Punchestown always is good, but 


can be no talk of self-government for 


| generally upsets the careful forecasts of 
the racing prophets. Yesterday was no ex- 
ception. Favourites did not always lose, 
it is true; but they seemed to win when 
least ‘‘ expected,”” and those who were 
lucky enough to back the proper “ out- 
sider ’’ in the principal race obtained odds 
of 974 to 1 on the “ tote.”” This contriv- 
ance manifestly has come to stay in 
Irish racing, and we may assume that 
during the coming season the several race 
meetings of which it will be a feature 
will show largely increased attendances. 
Fairyhouse and Punchestown do not 
exhaust the sporting resources of our 
country, and there are many good 
things to come. The Royal Dublin 
Society’s Spring Show will be held 
within the next fortnight, This Show, 
which formerly was mainly a place for 
agricultural experts, has been developed 
so rapidly during recent years that it now 
rivals the Horse Show in popularity. 
Between the Spring Show and the great 
event of early August come the Grand 
Prtz motor races in the Phenix Park. 
Excellent entries have been received 
for both days’ and, if the 
weather is good, the races will be one 
of the chief attractions of the season. 
Of course, whatever goes before, the 
Horse Show remains the supreme event 
of the year. Even Punchestown, 
all its glory, cannot compare with the 
Ballsbridge enclosure on “ Ladies’ Day ”’ : 
there one finds all that is best in Irish 
life, providing a spectacle that can hold

its own with any similar event in the 
world. This year promises to bring large 
numbers of visitors to Ireland. No other 
country in Europe, except, perhaps, 
England, offers its guests such a variety - 
of sporting fare. No climate can be more 
lovely than the Irish—when it chooses to 
be gracious; and we may hope that the 
next six months will restore to our 
country the gaiety and social prestige 


which we have lost awhile. 


The Black Sea. 


The fact that the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics is not a party to the 
Lausanne Straits Convention is unfortu- 
nate, since it enables the Russian authori- 
ties to increase their naval strength in the 
Black Sea without other preliminaries 
than a simple notification of their inten- 
tions to Turkey, Last autumn two super- 
Dreadnoughts, escorted by smaller units, 
sailed north through the Bosphorus, and 
now it seems that a further capital ship is 
to follow in their wake. These develop- 
ments are causing a natural uneasiness in 
the Chancelleries of Europe, and we may 
suppose that the Ghazi Pasha’s Govern- 
ment at Angora is disturbed to an even 
greater extent; Although, of course, in 
an emergency the Turks could close the 
straits and forbid the passage of Russian 
battleships, they are restrained by two 
considerations. In the first place, the 
terms of the Lausanne Straits Convention, 
to which they are subject, provide for 
these situations by a clause which permits 
a Power to send a fleet of equal strength 
into the Black Sea. Such a step was 
mooted recently by the British Admiralty, 
but, unhappily, the lure of renewed 
relations with Russia was too strong for 
a Socialist Government. Ministers brushed 
the scheme aside, lest it might interfere 
with Mr, MHenderson’s amiable chats 
with M. Dovgalevsky, Secondly, the 
Turks at present are in no case to 
provoke the admitted bandit of Europe, 
who is bound by no obligations, and, if 
bound, would not observe them. An 
irruption on the Erzerum frontier would 
not be stemmed easily, and, in its result, 
might be fatal to more Governments than 
that of Angora, Thus it behoves al] 
countries to watch Ruyssian accretions of 
naval strength in the Black Sea with a 
careful and suspicious eye. The Kremlin’s 
motives may be blameless, but its 
potentialities for evil are very great. - 


Covent Garden, 


‘ 


The opening of the opera ‘‘ season ”' at 
Covent Garden on Monday night was a 
brilliant affair and was attended, as usual, 
by all the hawt monde. Yet every year 
the historic building suggests to those, 
who are accustomed to the more musically 
inclined, if less socially distinguished, 
audiences of the Continent, a sad note of 
forced grandeur. On Monday Wagner's 
“ Die Meistersinger’’ was given, and we 
need not doubt that the performance was 
worthy of those high standards for which 
Covent Garden is justly famous, Neverthe- 
less, Covent Garden, in a musical sense, 
reminds us of ‘‘ Ceylon’s Isle.” Every 
prospect approaches perfection ; the audi- 
ence, however, is the same, individually 
and mentally; as it is at the Eton and 
Harrow match at Lord’s, On these 
diverse occasions neither music nor 
cricket, except to a small section, is the 
real feature of the day. The spirit of 
the ‘‘function’’ pervades them both. 
Perhaps, this milieu for opera in England, 
which, on the whole, is an unmusical 
country, is inevitable; but we remember 
those humbler ‘‘ seasons ” at places like 
the ‘‘Old Vic,” where no artiste was a 
“star,” and where dress clothes were 
unknown, yet where, with a little imagina- 
tion, we could suppose ourselves to be in 
Dresden or in Zirich, so great was the 
real enjoyment of the evening. Neverthe- 
less, music-lovers owe a great debt to 
Covent Garden, since almost alone it has 
kept the flag of opera flying in England. 
Perhaps, if the authorities were less prone 
to subordinate everything to “' star ” per- 
formances and gave a wider variety of 
programme at lower cost, they would 
appeal to a wider and more appreciative, 
if different, public.

CASES AGAINST POLICE 
DISMISSED.

BOMBAY, Tuesday. 
The disturbances on April 11th outside 
the Bombay Police Court, during the trial 
of the men arrested in connection with a 
raid on the Bombay headquarters of the 
All-India Congress, in which twenty-two 
people, including ten members of the 
police force, were injured, had a sequel in 
the Court of the Chief Presidency Mazgis- 
trate, Mr. H. P. H. Dastur, to-day, when 
one Premchand, a dealer in motor acces- 
sories, and two other men brought cases 
against Superintendent Guider, of the 
Bombay City Police, charging him with 
causing hurt and with abetment. It was 
alleged that the police had assaulted the 
crowd assembled outside the court on the 
occasion of the trial of the arrested men. 

MAGISTRATE’S VIEW. 
In dismissing all three cases, the Chief 
Presidency Magistrate observed that there 
was no reason to disbelieve the frank 
statements of Inspector Lyons and 
Serc-ant Paul, witnesses called for the 
defence. The court did not attribute dis- 
honest motives to the Indian lawyers who 
had given evidence for the prosecution, 
but expressed the opinion that they might 
have been led away by excessive zeal and 
by the failure to see things as they ought 
to be. seen. The court further drew atten- 
tion to the clause in the Police Act pro- 
viding that no prosecution could be 
launched against a police officer without 

the sanction of the Government..

It is not improbable that the Minister 
will announde the imposition of several 
taxes of a minor character. He will 
outline also his proposals for the forth- 
coming £5,000,000 loan, which will be 
raised entirely in the Free State.

A fight between white and coloured sea- 
men, in which it is alleged that the 
coloured men used knives and razors, led 
to riotous scenes in North Shields yester- 
day ard culminated in a baton charge by 
the police.

In the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night a public meeting was held to protest 
against the absorption of the Irish flour 
milling industry by foreign firms. Mr. 
H. T. Gallagher presided, and there was a 
very large attendance. The meeting was 
organised by the National Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Association, 
3 St. Stephen’s Green, and Miss Somers 
acted as secretary. 


“MORE SERIOUS THAN 
CONSCRIPTION.”’ 

The Chairman said that the meeting 
had been called to protest against the 
attitude of the Government on the flour 
question; but it was in no sense a 
political meeting. Many persons con- 
sidered that the situation was more 
serious now than when the country was 
threatened with conscription, because if 
our supply of daily bread was to depend 
on the good-will ot the foreigner, who at 
any moment can clear out of the country 
and get away from the control of the 
people, then there was nothing for the 
Irish people except starvation. If one of 
their ideals was the proper nourishment 
of the people they must keep Irish flour 
within their control. They were not im- 
pressed by the fact that the Government 
said that they had their eye on the 
situation. 

For the first time for many years the 
Irish daily Press, and virtually all the 
Government supporters, were united in 
the opinion that something must be done 
about this flour-milling question. The 
only persons who seemed to stand out 
were the thirteen gentlemen composing the 
Government front benches. 


THE RESOLUTION. 

Professor Magennis proposed the fol- 
lowing resolution :— 

“That as the continuance of the Irish 
flour milling industry, from a national] 
and an economic point of view, is essential 
to the country and to its safety, and to 
the future development of a tillage policy, 
and as one-third of this basic industry is 
now controlled by a powerful combine 
of foreign millers, whose scheme of 
‘rationalisation ’ in their own country has 
already closed down several mills and 
increased flour prices, this meeting hereby 
calls upon the Government and upon all 
deputies and Senators to support a scheme 
of public national control, with adequate 
safeguards for the native producer and for 
the consuming public, on the lines of that 
already proposed and submitted to the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce.’’ 


A DECLARATION OF WAR. 

He said that England was now deélar- 
ing war upon them, under the guise of 
peaceful penetration. It was a bloodless 
war, no doubt; there was no bared sword, 
but it was as ruthless, as merciless and as 
remorseless as a war accompanied with 
bloodshed. If this was not stopped the 
day would come when the British Empire 
would be at war—and that might not be 
far distant—and Ireland would be cut off 
from all supplies of wheat and flour, 
totally at the mercy and dictation of 
England, and our people could only buy 
their daily food at the expense of driving 
their husbands and sons into the army 
that was to fight for the Empire. 
(Applause.) That was really the issue. 

They would be told, and perhaps with a 
certain measure of truth, that they should 
welcome into the country all the capital 
that might be brought it, because the 
more capital that circulated the more em- 
ployment. True; but, as they knew, there 
was no lie so deadly, so treacherous, so 
dangerous as the lie that was half-truth. 
It was only half the truth to say that 
more capital would result in more employ- 
ment and more hopeful outlook for the 
country. Unless capital was controlled it 
was the deadliest form of insidious enemy 
that they could get into their ranks. 


(Applause. ) 
RATIONALISATION. 


He welcomed the foreign capital, as 
England or as America did—namely, to 
create new industries, not when it was 
used to invade native existing industries, 
and put them out of action; and that was 
precisely what this invasion meant. They 
knew that though England ostensibly 
won the: War, her industries had 
been crippled, and an effort was 
being made towards rationalisation. 
One of the latest ipdustries to undergo 
rationalisation was flour milling, with the 
result, that several of the minor mills, 
and some of the major mills, had been 
closed down Under this system the 
method was that output was controlled 
and prices fixed; and one of the great 
survivors in the rationalisation system 
was proceeding to buy up Irish mulls. 

Did they think he would be any more 
sparing in Ireland than he was in Eng- 
land? (“ No.’’) They were told that all 
they required was a native Government, 
and that all the adverse conditions that 
crippled their advancement would. dis- 
appear as snow before the burning sun of 
a summer’s dav. (Laughter.) Well, they 
had got a native Government, and they 
told them not to be afraid of this inva- 
sion of capital: something like Admiral 
Fisher’s advice to the British people before 
the war, “ Sleep quietly in your beds,”’ 
They wanted protective powers put into 
operation now—not when the harm was 
done. (Applause.) They should look at 
this from a point of view of production. 
To buy in the cheapest market was tempt- 
ing, but what was the cheapest market 
for the individual at the moment might 
be the dearest market for the nation as 
a whole, 


SENATOR JOHNSON. 


Senator Thomas Johnson, in seconding, 
confined his remarks to the latter part of 
the resolution. He thought that the 
ultimate questions involved in the discus- 
sion were: Was it to the advantage of 
the country as a whole that there 
should be maintained in active opera- 
tion a flour milling industry, even 
though cheaper flour might probably be 
imported than it could be milled here? 
If they accepted the propositien, then it 
was good to protect industries in one form 
or another against more efficiently, better 
equipped and advantageously . placed 
cheaper production elsewhere. “He asked 
was it not better for the country to have 
twenty or twenty-five well-managed, well- 
equipped, but moderate-sized, mil's 
scattered throughout the Free State than 
to have two or three highly-efficient, high- 
powered mills in a few ports, They in 
the cities had to give something away on 
this question. 

He maintained that it was a social and 
economic and national benefit to have the 
larger number of mills spread over the 
country. He was of opinion that it was 
beneficial to have flour milling -spread 
throughout the country, and, if any price 
was to be paid for the advantage, it should 


‘be paid, provided that it @ould be kept 
within reasonable bounds.

CONVICTS COWED BY 
RIFLE FIRE.

Revolting convicts in the penitentiary 
were fired upon by guards when they 
made a concerted attempt to escape from 
their cell blocks. 

Screaming and howling at the top of 
their lungs, the mutineers were driven 
back from the doors leading to the main 
entrance by the automatic rifle fire of the 
guards, several being wounded by the 
spraying bullets. 

The convicts held 
prisoners for a short time, and only 
released them when officers of the 
National Guard threatened to enter and 
rescue the men. : 

Machine guns were taken within the 
walls and mounted in positions com- 
manding the exits, 

After a while the convicts quieted down 
and returned to their cells. None was 
killed by the fire of the National Guards, 
and those who were wounded have been 
removed to hospital. 

{Note.—317 convicts perished in the 
fire which broke out in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary (considered one of the most over- 
crowded in the States) on the night of 
Monday, 21st April last. Since then 
the surviving convicts have been in a 
mutinous mood, demanding the dismissal! 
of the prison Warden, whom they blamed

LORD MELCHETT ON 
TAXATION, 

Lord Melchett, speaking as chairman at 
the annual meeting of Imperial Chemica] 
Industries, Ltd., yesterday, pleaded for 
lower direct taxation as a means of restor- 
ing the prosperity of the country. A low 
dividend rendered the obtaining of capital 
more difficult and more expensive. A 
weaker reserve rendered the future fight- 
ing force and development of their 
industry in comparison with the industries 
of other countries of the world very much 
less. There never was a period in the 
world’s business history in which it was 
more necessary to enable large decisions 
to be taken rapidly. Time, most 
frequently, is of the utmost importance. 
And on these occasions the groups of far- 
sighted and powerful men who are 
prepared to risk a very considerable part 
of their fortunes, and who will be inclined 
to ask shareholders to do likewise, are an 
essential necessity to our modern 
economic life. That they could destroy 
with impunity the existence of such 
people, or substitute any other form of 
machinery to fulfil their réle, is one of 
the most dangerous heresies and fallacies 
of a certain class of economic thought. 

Lord Melchett pointed out that the Dye- 
stuffs Act, under which the British 
dvestuffs industry had been built up, ex- 
pired in 1931. They were to-day pr “ue- 
ing dyes at world prices, and they were 
placing new lines on the market at prices 
which compare favourably with those of 
their competitors. 

The gross profit for 1929 amounted to 
£6,502.341, which was an increase of 
£504,960 over the gross profit earned in 
the previous year, and an increase of 
£1,168,417 over the gross profit of 1927. 
The total reserves of the company now 
amounted to £16,725,000. 

The Earl of Birkenhead, who had re- 
cently had a serious illness, was among 
the directors present, this being his first 
public appearance since his recovery. Lord 
Melchett welcomed him cordially, and 
congratulated him upon his recovery. 

Sir Harry McGowan, president and 
deputy chairman, said: ‘‘ Publicity has 
been given in many newspapers to the 
contract we have just made with the 
Russian Government. It has been stated 
that we have given a loan to the Russian 
Government. That is not true. What we 
have done is to sell our products on ex- 
tended terms of credit, which, however, 
in our opinion, are quite satisfactory ; but 
any possible risk has been adequately in- 
sured.”’

POSITION OF FOOD 
COUNCIL. 


———&&—— 


The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article :—The latest report of the Food 
Council on the price of bread raises once 
more the guestion of the position of the 
Council as the mediator or buttress 
between the purveyor and the consumer 
in the fixing of Food prices. In theory 
the Council are supposed to play the part 
of a watch dog. Their duty is to protect 
the public from the rapacity of any trader 
who charges them too much for such 
necessaries of life as wheat, flour, bread, 
milk and meat. In carrying this theory 
into practice their powers are limited by 
the fact that they are muzzled. They 
may bark, but they cannot bite. 

The Times refers to the Council’s letter 
published yesterday, in which the atten- 
tion of the President of the Board of 
Trade is called to the recent action of the 
two principal societies representing the 
master bakers of London, the general effect 
of which will be to increase the price of 
bread in London. 

From the Council’s report, proceeds The 
Times, it is evident that the two societies 
have taken upon themselves to alter the 
scale approved by the Food Council and 
accepted by the bakers as the standard 
for the last four years, not only without 
coming to an agreement with the Council, 
but also without any attempt to consult 
with them on the subject of the change. 
This procedure, the Council declare, they 
cannot too strongly condemn. ‘‘ We feel,” 
they add, “that, if it is allowed to pass 
unnoticed, the work of the Food Council. 
or of any body succeeding it, will be 
nullified, unless there are powers to dea! 
with such a situation.’’ 


IS ALTERATION JUSTIFIED? 

The second question at issue is, as the 
report says, whether any alteration in the 
scale is justified. The Council themselves 
find it difficult to see how there can have 
been any recent change in the situation. 
But that, after all, is a matter which can 
be put to the test. If the bakers have a 
case, they should be asked to produce in 
support of it the kind of evidence which 
can be procured by an inquiry conducted 
by an independent and impartial body, 
empowered to examine ‘‘ the actual trad- 
ing and profit and loss accounts of a 
sufficient number of _ representative 
bakers.”’ 

But the Council ask for something more 
than this. They remind Mr. Graham 
that last year, when he was speaking in 
the House of Commons of the change 
made in the price of milk by the retail 
traders, he described the position as 
highly unsatisfactory, and said that the 
Government intended to submit proposals 
to alter it. If the Council mean to imply 
by this reminder that they, or some other 
body, should be given statutory powers to 
fix the prices of food, they are making a 
suggestion for which they will find little 
support. Such an interference with the 
operation of the laws of supply and de- 
mand would be generally, and rightly, re- 
garded as a grave mistake. No public 
body, however appointed, and however 
fair-minded, could be entrusted with 
arbitrary powers of this description with- 
out, serious risk. 

On the other hand, if the Food Council 
is to carry out its appointed work of pro- 
tecting the public from unreasonable 
prices, it should be given authority, when 
it has reason to think that retail traders 
are making excessive profits, to order an 
instant inquiry, and to imsist upon the 
production. of all essential facts and 
figures by the traders under suspicion. 
Full publicity is the best safeguard 
against unfair exploitation.

Mr. de Rothschild, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked the Minister of 
Agriculture whether he was aware of the 
arrangements that now are being made by 
certain beet-sugar companies for the intro- 
duction of considerable numbers of Inrsh 
seasonal workers into the Eastern counties 
for field work on this year’s beet crop, and 
whether, having regard to the present serious 
unemployment among agricultural labourers 
in these districts, he would take steps to co- 
operate with the Agricultural Workers’ 
Union, with a view to ensuring that the 
local supply of labour might be fully absorbed 
before additional labour was imported to 
compete in the agricultural labour market. 

Mr. Noel Buxton replied—In view of the 
increased acreage under sugar beet, special 
consideration has been given to the question 
of the additional workers who will be 
required by growers this year, and on 
consultations between my department an 
the Ministry of Labour, the Beet Sugar 
Factories Committee have arranged for the 
factories to recommend growers to notify 
their requirements for additional labour to 
the local employment. exchanges. | under- 
stand that the National Farmers’ Union are 
also urging upon their members the import- 
ance of recruiting any extra workers required 
from local sources, and are calling attention 
to the facilities afforded by employment 
exchanges. The Ministry of Labour has also 
invited the co-operation of workers’ 
organisations concerned. 

TWO CASES. 

I am hopeful that the special steps which 
have thus been taken will result in the 
majority of growers employing local labour, 
but I understand that two of the factories 
have arranged for the recruitment of a pro- 
portion of Trish workers. Copies of circulars 
issued in the matter by the Factories Com- 
mittee have been supplied to the organisa- 
tions representing agricultural workers. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel (Conservative, Farn- 
ham)—Does the Minister realise what this 
implies ? 

The Speaker intervened, and said that it 
was scarcely allowable to ask what an answer 
implied. 

Mr. Thurtle (Labour, Shoreditch)—Is the 
Minister aware that the primary justification 
for this subsidy, given by the House of 
Commons, was that it would provide work 
for British workers. In view of these cir- 
cumstances, does he not think that it is a 
breach of guarantee to allow Irish workers to 
be employed’ 

Mr, Buxton—We are doiúg our utmost, 
with every hope of success, to ensure that 
local workers are employed. 

Mr. Samuel asked why the Minister was 
against these Irish workers coming to East 
Anglia. to take away work from the East 
Anglians when he allowed the products of 
foreign workers to come to this country and 
displace goods made by British workers! (Op- 
position cries of “‘ Answer,’’ and cheers.)

VIEWS OF LORD

Our PaRLIAMENTARY 
CoRRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

There was a large attendance in thie 
House of Lords to-day when the Lord 
Chancellor (Lord Sankey) rose to move 
the second reading of the Coal Mines Bill. 
He spoke for about an hour, and even in 
quotations of statistics and of extracts 
from reports he did not use a note. Two 
or three times during the speech he 
paused and sipped a little water from a 
tumbler that had been placed near him 
on the Woolsack. He was cheered from 
all sides of the House when he resumed 
his seat and was congratulated by the 
various speakers in the course of the 
debate. 

It was the first time that Lord Sankey 
had spoken in the -Houge since his 
appointment, and he expressed a 
that, in the circumstances, he could hav 
been given an easier task. He dealt with 
the subject under three heads—(1) Th 
present condition of the industry; (2

what the bill proposed to do, and (3) whv 
the House should give the bill a second 
reading. 

The production of coal, he said, was 
not likely to increase owing to the greater 
use of motive power from water and oil, 
The war had resulted in the loss of valu- 
able markets for our coal, and in the hope 
of regaining them every possible device— 
longer hours, lower wages, bank over- 
drafts, reduction of royalties, concessions 
from railways and docks, de-rating— 
except, with few exceptions—recondition- 
ing and reorganisation had been adopted. 
The British coal-mining mdustry had, in 
fact, led the world in the price-cutting 
process, and all to no purpose. 


NATIONALISATION. 

In his view the real solution of present 
dificulties lay in nationalisation. ‘Two 
settlements were wanted—one national 
and the other internationa! : and until we 
had them the industry would not become 
prosperous. If he were asked why, as 
a believer in nationalisation, he was 
found supporting the present bill, 
his answer was simple. He was a 
member of a minority Government, and 
no minority Government could introduce 
sO sweeping a measure as nationalisation. 
That, in the near future there would be a 
substantial majority for nationalisation, 
he did not doubt. In the meantime, the 
steps now proposed in the bill might do 
some good. There were people who urged 
that the industry should be left to look 
after itself. That was the cry of a certain 
section who saw ruin of the Empire in 
every reform. He was not one of those 
who believed that the coal trade was down 
and out, any more than England was 
down and out. People who went about 
with faint hearts and dismal prophectes 
were doing a great dis-service to their 
fellow-countrymen and to the future of the 
race, 

He understood that the main objections 
to the bill related to the method of deter- 
mining the standard tonnage, the quota, 
the fixation of prices, and the levy to 
assist the export trade. Although these 
| points had been discussed by the best 
brains among the coal-owners, it was 
significant that no alternatives had been 
put forward. 


AMALGAMATIONS. 

Dealing with the subject of amalgama 
tions, he said that the industry demanded 
real amalgamation, and not merely 
financial ‘‘ deals.’’ A financter too often 
was an individual who helped himself, in 
stead of helping industry. It was thie 
‘* get-rich-quick brigade ’’ who were the 
eurse of the industry. The whole object 
of the present bill was the promotion of 
genuine amalgamations and the preven- 
tion of financial juggling. 

In regard to the fears that shorter 
working hours would be reflected im the 
increased price of coal, he deprecated the 
use of “ scare ” statistics. Some increase 
must follow, but he confidently antici- 
pated that with improved organisation 1% 
would finally disappear. He did not dis- 
pute the right of their Lordships to reject 
the bill, but their wisdom would probably 
persuade them not to do so out of hand 
before submitting alternative proposals 
for consideration. Their part was to act 
as a great advisory council to the nation. 
What the country wanted was a great 
ethical revival both in industry and n 
society. 


A DISASTROUS EFFECT. 

The Marquess of Londonderry did not 
think that the bill was calculated to carr) 
out the ideas expressed by the Lor. 
Chancellor. The measure, he said, was a 
further contribution to the policy ct 
bureaucratic control, with a correspond- 
loss of initiative, and a sterilisa 
of the spirit enterprise. 

bound to disastrous 
effect upon the industry; for it had 
caused disunion among the owners at 
time when they were coming together, and 
when they hoped, by mutual co-operation, 
to overcome the difficulties with which the:

LORD MELCHETT’S ATTACK. 
Lord Melchett failed to understand why 
such a bill was introduced at a time w hen 
there was more harmony in the coalfields 
than there had ever been. Far from bring- 
ing peace io the coalfields, the bill would 
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_ men should be allowed to save their souls 
in their own way. This was a dear coal 
bill. Every clause in it was designed to 
make the consumption of coal more expen- 
sive. 

The Marquess of Linlithgow described 
the bill as being built upon foundations 
which were utterly rotten, and said that 
the best thing that could happen to it 
would be its rejection on second reading. 
He very much doubted whether, sin such 
circumstances, the Prime Minister would 
go to the country with the cry of “dear 
coal to the consumer and lower wages for 
the miners.” He quite believed that it 
would fall to the lot of the House of Lords 
to take the initial step which would one 
day lead to the fall of the Labour Govern- 
ment. He understood the attitude of the 
Liberal Party towards this bill. They were 
not free agents ; for without advertisement 
politicians died. 

Lord Aberconway, one of the Liberal 
peers, supported the bill, without which, 
he said, the coal industry would fall into 
ruin. The bill was also welcomed by Ear! 
Beauchamp, who said that it was far in 
advance of anything that had been pro- 
duced by a Conservative Government. 

The debate was adjourned until to- 
morrow.

The Papal Nuncio to the Irish Free State, 
the Right Rev. Paschal Robinson, O.F.M., 
Archbishop of Tyana, paid an official visit 
to St. Patrick’s College, a erg” yester- 
day, and was received by the Irish Hierarchy 
and by a large number of clergy. He 
arrived at 4.45, and was accompanied by his 
Secretary, the Right Rev, Monsignor Riberi. 

He was received by the President of the 
College, the Right Rev. Monsignor McCaffrey. 
A procession of bishops, clergy and students 
was formed, and when the Nuncio entered 
the College Chapel the choir, under the 
leadership. of the Rev. M. Tracy, sang 
i Bece Sacerdos Magnus,’ and as he knelt 
before the High Altar the prayers preseribed 
for the reception of a Nuneio were recited 
by the College President, i 

The Nuncio then gave the Papal beneáic- 
tion. The Very Rev. Dr. Boylan, Vice- 
President of the College, intoned the 7's 
Deum, and Benediction of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment followed. 

" THE DINNER, 

At the dinner, at which the College staff 
and guests assembled.. Dr. McCaffrey pre- 
sided, and the toast of the Pope and of the 
Papal Nuncio. were honoured. 

Later on the entire company, including 
hundreds of students, assembled in the 
College Hall, and gave the Nuneio an 
enthusiastic reception. 

Monsignor McCaffrey said that they were 
assembled for the purpose of extending a 
cordial welcome to the Apostolic’ Nuncio on 
his first visit to St. Patrick's College. It 
was a memorable and unique event in the 
history of the college since its foundation one 
hundred and thirty-five years ago. The 
college had been honoured by the presence 
of distinguished gut ecclesiastical and lay, 
Princes of the Church and Pfinces of the 
Siate, men who had achieved for themselves 
international recognition in many spheres 
and in many lands. ‘We have received at 
times,” he said, ‘special envoys of the Holy 
See, sent ‘on temporary missions to Ireland ; 
but never before in the history of the college 
have those responsible for the college had 
the honour to welcome to their midst, an 
Apostolic Nuncio, officially and permanently 
accredited to the Government under whic 
we live, 

““We are proud to have in our midst to-night 
the official representative of the Holy Father. 
We feel that, in sending a Nuncio to Ira. 
land, the Pope has conferred an honour on 
this country, and has shown his appréciation 
of the fidelity of Ireland, and of Trish exiles 
abroad, to the Church and to the Holy See. 
Last year, you remember, how deeply Ire- 
land was moved when the Pope associated 
himself personally with the centenary celebra-. 
tions in: Ireland. It was grateful then,. and 
it is still more grateful now, that the Pope 
has given such a signal mark of his confidence 
that a new era Is beginning in Ireland, that 
the age of Mass-but and hedge-school has 
passed for ever, and that the time has comé 
to give Ireland official recognition amongst 
the Catholic nations of Europe.

In the Northern. House of Commons yes- 
terday, the Minister of Commerce (Right 
Hon. J. Milne Barbour) movéd the second 
reading of the Companies Bill. 

He said that it was'a bill which affected 
the activities of their commercial , and 
industrial’ community in A great variety 
of ways.’ - The: system of finance by 
joint stock had made remarkable strides 
during thé» past half century, and nowhere 
had the advantages of limited liability been 
more keenly appreciated than id Northern 
hreland. . It was, therefore, not surprising 
to find that the greater portion of the 
industry of. the province was conducted 
under joint stock principles, either by pub- 
lic companies; or, as was more frequently 
the casé, ‘by the private’ limited company, 
into which so many of théir “ family ” busi- 
nesses had been formed. This tendency 
was further - illustrated by the high pro- 
portion of Irish joint stock companies, which 
in the past were domiciled in Northern Ire- 
land. For example, while at the end of 
1920 there were in all Ireland 25,500 living 
companies having a paid-up ca ital of almost 
seventy millions sterling, there were in 
Northern Lreland alone at the end of 1925, 
the first year for whcih authentic figures 
for their aren were available, 1,339 “living” 
companies havitig a paid-up capital of almost 
Afty millions. In the succeeding years, 
while there had been no marked change in 
the amount of the paid-up capital, there 
had been a small but steady increase in the 
number of ‘‘living’’ companies on the 
Northern, Iréland: register, and this might 
be regarded as a favourable feature in the 
years of depression through which they had 
passed, 

In the new legislation they proposed to 
follow the achémé adopted in Great Britain. 
They proposed in the present bill many 
changes. in company law, and whén the bill 
has beep passed they proposed to introduce 
a new measure consolidating company law in 
Noithern Ireland. 7 
With the exeeption of the provisions as 
to reconstruction. and share-huwking, they 
proposed to suspend the provisions of the 
present bill until such time as the sécond 
bill shall have received legislative sanction. 
THE PREVENTION OF FRAUD. 
In the present bill they had sought to 
improve and to tighten up the law without 
imposing réstrictions that would seriously 
impede the adrrinistration of properly cofi- 
ducted companies: He could not hold out 
the hope that it would be possible by the 
legislation put forward in this bill, or in any 
bill, completely to prevent fraud. It was not 
possible either to make the company law- 
perfect or to protect fools from the conse- 
quences of their folly. 
“The fabric of our commercial system,” 
he declared, * is interwoven with credit spun 
from character, good faith and honest deal- 
ing; but, nevertheless, it will always be 
necéssary for members of the investing public 
to use their intelligence or seek advice from 
those competent to give it if they are to 
invest their capita! and their savings 
wisely.”’ 
Happily, he proceeded, the objectionable 
practices that had in recent months caused

ceiving distinguished visitors so much as for 
propaganda. work for the Government, . Re- 
ceptions were attended exclusiyély by sup- 
porters of the present Government, and 
eulogostic ” speéches were made of the 
statesmanlike qualities and virtties that the 
Government possessed. . The Hospitality Fund 
Should be administrated by a committee re- 
presentative of all sections of the House, and 
they should make a departure from the pvre- 
sént method. He remembered that when the 
South African -farmé@rs were here—these 
farmers in the sacrosanct halls of the Unionist 
Party showed that they had opinions of their 
own, which was a crime for these men to 
commit in the sacrosanct halls of that party, 
and exception had been taken to their 
speeches. 

He did not think that the Prime Minister 
could have any objection to the suggestion 
that he was putting forward. 

PRIME MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Prime Minister, réplying, said that 
there was no truth whatever in the allegation 
that the hospitality paid for by the Govern- 
mént was in the slightest degree party in 
character. It might have been that when the 
Conservatives were in power,and Ministers and 
visitors connected with the Departments of 
fhat party came over here it gave rise to 
the assumption put forward, but he could 
assure the House that they made no distine- 
tions as to what Government might be in 
power in Westminster. He instanced the 
tact that the Government and he, himsell, 
had entertained Mr. Lansbury when the 
fottndation stone of the new Parliament 
House was being laid, and later Mr. Roberts 
the present British Minister of Pensions, had 
also been entertained. They should do to 
other countries what those countries would 
do to them. and Ulster should not be behind 
hand in extending hospitality. 

He mentioned that he had been entertained 
by. Mr. Scullin, the Prime Minister of 
Australia, during his visit to that’ Dominion, 
and if Mr. Seullin or Sir Joséph Ward visited 
them the whole Ulster people would like to 
see the same courtesy extended to them.

and there was nothing political about that. 
Other areas would be delighted to entertain 
those associated with it. Difficulties would 
arise in having to call together a committee, 
such as Mr. Devlin suggested, when they had 
a telegram, for example. that some dis- 
tinguished visitor was arriving, and had to 
prepare for his reception at short notice. 

e had no objection, however, tc conferring 
with the Minister of Finance to see if a 
Committee of members of the House could 
not have the right to go into the matter. 

Mr. Devlin said that the Prime Minister 
had not replied to his point, which was. that 
the Hospitality Fund was being used for 
political purposes in bringing persons, same 
distinguished and some almost extinguished, 
to be entertained for party purposes. The 
best impression that the Government could 
make when receiving distinguished visitors 
was to show them that they were being 
received hy men of all parties.

GAME IN IRELAND. 


—— 
I.E.A.'S REPLY TO ENGLISH 
BODY, | 


The Council of the Irish Football Associa- 
tion last night confirmed the decision of the 
Emergency Committee in replying to the 
letter from the English F.A. transmitting a 
communication from the High Commissioner | 
of the Irish Free State relating to the govern- 
ment of the game in Lralan, 

This letter from the High Commissioner 
stated that representations had been made to 
the Minister of External Affairs for the Irish 
Free State with regard to the position of the 
Football Association of the Free State, which 
was established in Dublin in 1921, and had 
received recognition from ga Se Scotland 
and Wales in 1923. The High Commissioner 
understood that since then the LF.A, had 
acted in internaticnal matches as if they 
were an association for the whole of Ireland, 
and suggested that the Free State Association 
and the LF.A. should have an equal repre- 
sentation on a committee to represent all 
Ireland, international matches Lo be play e' 
alternatively in Northern Irela and the 
Free State, with gate receipts shared in pro- 
portion. 

The Emergency Committee of .the LF.A. 
replied, stating that. there was nothing new 
in the High Commissioner’s letter, all his 
suggestions having previously been discussed 
no later than at the conclusion of the Inter 
national Board meeting last June, when Mr. 
Hirsch Mann, of the International Federa- 
tion. raised the question of the right of the 
1.F.A. to call themselves “ Treland.’’ When 
the Free State Association accepted Dominion 
status the I.F.A. had every right to play as 
“ Ireland ” in international matches, and the 
reply concluded by expressing regret that the 
matter now seemed to have entered the arena 
of politics. 

The President (Capt, J. M. Wilton, M.C.) 
said the matter appeared on the agenda of 
the International Board as one of the subjects 
that might be discussed, and it was left, to 
the I.F.A. delegates, Messrs, J. Fergnson and 
J. MacBride,

[t is ‘quite impossible in industry to-day 
to divorce entirely the effect of economic 
actions undertaken by Governments from the 


i conduct of business affairs. 


The monetary policy 
degree of subservience 
the gold standard, the 
the expenditure of the citizens’ money, and 
the manner in which it is expended, the ad- 
justments of the burdens of taxation, the 
uncertainties which are created by the tariff 
policy of a country being violently altered 
with every change of Government—all these 
are matters which affect the price of the 
commodities you manufacture, the prosperity 
of your customers, the consuming capacity of 
your country, the directions in which you 
must look for the future develpment of in- 
dustry, and consequently your capital invest- 
ment—the confidence, or want of confidence, 
which is engendered, especially the latter, 
which has a paralysing action on future deve- 
lopment. All these are factors which bear 
heavily, both on the conduct and the results 
of great enterprises. 

Neither technology and efficiency, nor com- 
mercial ability and sagacity, can counteract 
the disastrous economic results which may, 
and do arise, from unwise actions of Govern- 
ments. 

I have no hesitation in saying that if vou 
wish to restore the agricultural and indus- 
trial condition of this country to a real state 
of prosperity. one of the first necessities must 
be reduction of the burden of direct taxa- 
tion. I cannot subscribe to the doctrine of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer that high 
rates of income tax, surtax, etc., do not 
detrimentally affect industry. When out of 
every pound you put by in your reserve fund 
from your profits year by year for the build- 
ing up of your business 4s, 6d. is taken by 
the State—often for by no means so useful 
a purpose—how can anyone say that taxation 
does not impair the strength of industry. 

After all there is only one amount of profit 
to be divided, especially in concerns of a 
growing character, which, from time to time, 
have to.raise fresh capital to extend their 
business. If. the shareholder demands a 
higher return on his capital you have to 
weaken the reserve. 

A low dividend renders the obtaining of 
capital more difficult and more expensive. A 
weaker reserve renders,the future fighting 
force and development of your industry, in 
comparison with the industries of other 
countries of the world, very much less.

Nor is it really true to say that the im- 
position of high taxation on the individual 
does not affect the prosperity of the industry. 
It is an old and trite saying, but no less true, 
that money fructifies better in the pockets 
of the citizens than in the hands of the 
Treasury. Quite apart from the moral and 
psychological effect of a continuously depress- 
ing nature on those who work and labour day 
by day at the big and heavy responsibility 
of industry to see the reward of their work 
in the shape of salary or commission con-

have a very far-reaching and disastrous effect 
on the industrial community, 


Necessity for Far-Sighted and 
Powerful Men. 


There never was a period in the world’s 
business history in which it was more neces- 
sary to enable large decisions to be taken 
rapidly.’ Time most frequently is of the 
utmost importance. “ Yes” or “No” must 
be given at once. And on these occasions the 
groups of far-sighted and powerful men who 
are prepared to risk a very considerable part 
of their fortunes, and who will be inclined to 
ask shareholders to do likewise, are an 
a necessity to our modern economic 
ife. 

That you can destroy with impunity the 
existence of such ple, or substitute any 
other form of machinery to fulfil their réle, 
& one of the most dangerous heresies and 
allaeies of a certain class of economic 
thought. '

passed in December, 1920, and under which 
the British Dyestufis Uorporatiop was 
originally founded, expires in January, 1951, 
unless by the intervention of Parliament new 
legislation is passed. 

Most of you will remember the circum- 
stances under which this Act was passed and 
the British Dyestuffs Corporation came into 
existence. It was an aftermath of the war, 
during which, by bitter experience, we had 
learnt the folly of depending practically for 
our entire dye supplies on foreign and, as 
it.then happened, on enemy resources. It 
was universally felt that such a risk could 
not be undertaken again, and a unique piece 
of legislation for the creation of a new and 
difficult industry by prohibiting, except under 
licence, the importation of foreign dyestuffs 
became the law of the land. 

[téis not surprising that the first years of 
this Company were years of difficulty and dis- 
appointment. In fact, it can be more accu- 
rately described as a national work rather 
than a remunerative commercial industrial 
enterprise. 

As you know, we have only had three years 
in which to tackle all the various problems 
connected with this enterprise. We have had 
to operate during a time when, it is a well- 
known fact, the world increase of plant con- 
sequent on the war and the manufacture of 
dyes both in Europe and America induced 
the demoralisation of the market, which 
turned an industry which was formerly a 
gold mine to its owners into what was 
universally found and recognised to be a 
somewhat unremunerative proposition. 

Í am glad to think that during that period 
we have made an altogether surprising 
amount of progress, more especially in the 
last two years, which has been very largely 
due to the unremitting zeal and energy of 
my colleague, Mr. J. Rogers, one of our 
technical directors, who has been devoting 
his energy and ability towards improving 
methods. reducing costs, and to the co. 
ordination of the efforts of our various 
factories for the production of new lines of 
dyes, which are so essential in order to keep 
in the world competition of to-day. 

The range of dyes required for the various 
purposes of modern industry is enormons. 
There are over 10,000 separate dyestuffs 
known, and, while a great many are redun- 
dant, this figure serves to show the com- 
plexity of the industry. We are to-day manu- 
fucturing dyes of a quality equal to those 
made by any other firm in the world, and ne 
customer of ours has any longer any reason 
to complain, as, undoubtedly, was the case 
in the earlier days, regarding quality. 

We have reduced prices to figures which 
enable the English consumer to obtain his 
products at world prices. We are placing 
new lines on the market which compare 
favourably with those produced by any of 
our competitors. 

We have entirely re-organised the method 
of our sales, both at home and abroad, and 
are making substantial progress in the deve- 
lopment of our export trade, which was 
practically non-existent. 

While we have every reason to be satisfied 
with the progress we have made, we have 
only had a very short time at our disposal 
to consolidate and develop the position of 
this industry; and I should like to point out, 
as it is not commonly understood, that the 
dye industry is not merely concerned with 
the manufacture of colours, but it is essen- 
tially necessary for the development of the 
organic chemical industry of a country, and 
the training of technicians in this important 
branch of chemical work. 

In our view the results obtained so 
entirely justify the passing of the Act. The 
British dye industry to-day produces by 
weight 93 per cent., and by money value 72 
per cent., of the dyestufis consumed in this 
country. 

Before the war the industry was practically 
negligible, but there are now several millions

The Nitrogen Position—Billingham 


Program me. 


We have almost reached the completion of 
our expenditure on our fertiliser and ancil- 
lary plant at Billingham, to which I made 
relerence in my remarks last year. It 
of course, public knowledge that the whole 
of this plant is not in full operation. As 
regards sections, the plant was not 
completed until during the Jast financial 
year, and some are not even completed to- 
day, and to come into the market with new 
products always means that a certain amount 
of time must elapse before the fully esti- 
mated production can be reached. _ 

We have never expected that all the fer- 
tiliser plant we were erecting would be re- 
quired immediately on completion of the 
plant. Owing to the rapidity of construc- 
tion, the date of our original programme has 
been considerably anticipated, and in view 
of extensive technical improvements, the 
capacities of the various fertiliser plants are 
all considerably higher than the original 
estimates, and the amount of surplus of 
each plant at the moment is larger than it 
would otherwise have been. 

I would, however, point out that very 
considerable economies in capital expense 
have been achieved by erecting a larger 
amount of plant than immediately required, 
and, at the same time, reducing the con- 
struction period. The saving in capital ex- 
pense outweighs any probable loss, due to 
the fact that a certain amount of the capi- 
tal invested is not, at the moment, earning 
any interest.

Importance of Reserve Plant. 


We have, in addition, to take a very much 
wider view than the immediate market posi- 
tion in a concern of world-wide importance, 
which has to anticipate to the best of its 
ability the growth and development of the 
use of products. In fact, in order to 
maintain our relative position and import- 
ance as manufacturers, we shall always, im 
the future, as we have throughout our his- 
tory in the past, have to be prepared to 
have a certain amount of reserve plant in 
existence. We can never afford not to be 
able to deliver when the market calls for 
our p. oducts. 

It is one of the penalties, and also one of 
the advantages of large concerns like ours 
engaged in the pioneer work of developing 
markets, that they must lead and cannot 
follow. Neither is it possible with the 
most careful economic and statistical study 
to foretell with accuracy more than the 
trend over periods ot the world consump- 
tion. - We cannot accurately predict, with a 
product whose consumption amounts to mil- 
lions of tons, more than an approximation 
of the probable world consumption of fer- 
tilisers in any given fertiliser year. 


Increase of World Consumption. 


During the past seven years world nitrogen 
consumption has more than doubled. We can, 
however, from past experience state with cer 
tainty tnat there is still a great world need 
for the increased use of fertilisers. A world. 
wide agricultural crisis has occurred concur. 
rently with a considerable expansion of the 
capacity to produce nitrogen, and mutual for
